(1) A very large percentage of the men lived in 
jabourers’ cottages, with jand atiached, which were 
let at rents far below their value, which imposed a 
burden on the rates; (2) they were allowed to till 
their plots, and were paid in full when so engaged; 
(3S) they were given all Catholic and Bank Holidays, 
nud were paid for them as though working; (4) they 
were paid when absent from work through sickness; 
(5) they were paid weekly; (6) they were allowed, 
Uurin& the harvest, to to the farmers who paid 
them higher wages and harvest money, and their 
places were kept open for them; (7) they were given 
oli suits; (8) the rates offered by that Council had 
been accepted by the roadmen in County Kildare, 
where there were fewer luabonrers’ cottages, and 
those rates were simbetantially higher than those 
paid by any County Council in Ireland. 

The communication was approved, and the 
Chairman, answering a member, said that no 
teply had been received. 

A letter was received from the National As- 
sociation of Insurance Committees (Ireland), 
enclosing a resolution demanding a separate 
Ministry of Health Bill for this country, and 
suggesting that the Council should pass a simi- 
lar resolution.

Payments amounting 
to £13,784 10s. lld. had also been ordered in 
favour of the Commissioners of Public Works, 
being the interest onAoans up to the,3lst inst., 
and the instalment of principal in arfears since 
the Ist October, 1917. Ae the Corporation 
still owed £10,741 5s. Od. on foot of the current 
year’s instalment of demand, which would ke 
lodged before the 3lst inst., there would be 
eufficient funds to meet this latter payment on 
the date due, and a balance to discharge liabili- 
ties incurred to the 3let March.

THE WAYS AND COMMUNICA- 


TIONS BILL, 


Mr. J. Hollwey, Chairman, presided yesterday 

at the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port and 
s Board. " 

A letter was read from the Law Agent with 
reference to the Port and Docks Bill, now be- 
fore Parliament, indicating that a meeting of 
theSCommittee of the two Houses of Parliament 
would hold a pooner sitting on the 27th 
inst., when the aor ge would be raised 
whether Harbour Board Bills would be con- 
sidered separately or in globo. 

Mr. Sherlock asked as to the probable cost. 

The Chairman said the cost would be pooled 
in accordance with jhe tonnage of the different 

ris, 

Mr, Sherlock—I know who will be pooled. It 
will be the merchante of Dublin. 

A communication was read from the Secretary 


-of the Mersey Harbour Board indicating co 


, operation between the various port authorities 
.on the matter of the Bills. i 
Mr. Sherlock asked was ib possible to have 
inserted a clause in the Bill giving the Port 
Board authority to raise sufficient capital to 
enable it to discharge its obligations as to the 
building of a graving dock. The amount ot 
£200,008 was the capital gum it was computed 
some years which would be required for the 
construction of a graving dock. The Boards 
powere in thie respect were never put into opera- 
tion, and to-day it would cost £400,000. Was 
the Port Board not making any effort to get 
Parliamentary powers to borrow sufficient mon y 
to enable it to build the dock ? 

The Chairman gaid this was only a one clause 
Bill. | 

Mr. Sherlock eaid it wae such a one-clause 
Bill, and was got through eo quickly up to the 
present, that it had amazed.him the people of 
the city were eo sleepy over it; During the last 
three years they had raised the rates upon 
goods coming into Dublin by 30 per 
cent. Now in a oneclause Bill they were 
asking for power to etrike an addi- 
tional 50 per cent. upon the maxima 
charge, which would be an increase of 500 
p.c. upon the merchants and traders of the 
city. They were told that might not be neces- 
sary; yet they were asked to pool with other 
bodies to get this thing done. The Board 
should seek ‘to obtain sufficient money to carry 
out their obligations in the matter of the grav- 
ing dock. 

hidermes Moran said there would be no need 
to raise the rates to the maxima now if the 
members of the Board had had sense fifteen 
years ago. He did not think the need would at 
jresent, arise at all. 

Mr. P. T. Daly asked would he be in order 
in moving that the Lord Lieutenant be asked to 
inquire into the whole matter. 

The Chairman said he supposed he could, on 
notice of motion. 

Mr. Daly said perhaps the matter could be 
left to the shining lights of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who had made a similar move in 
connection with the Corporation. Sa 

Alderman Byrne considered a new Bill should 
he promoted to raise the additional! £200,000 for 
the building of the graving dock. 

THE WAYS AND COMMUNICATIONS BILL. 

The Secretary read a report from Mr. R. A. 
Andrews, Law Agent to the Board, in reference 
to the Board’s order of the 6th inst., authoris- 
ing him to act on the Committee which had been 
appointed by the general meeting of the Port 
and Harbour Authorities, to oppose the clause 
of the Ways and en oe Bill dealing 
with docks and harbours, and instructing him 
to take all necessary sieps to associate the 
Board with the other authorities in the opposi- 
tion. On the 7th inst. he received a telegram 
from Mr. Thorne, solicitor of the Mersey Dock 
and Harbour Board, and acting as secretary 
and convener of their committee, pressing him 
to be in London on the morning of 
the 10th inst. He went to London 
on the 9th inst. and attended 
commitiee meetings on the 10th and 11th, 
conferences with certain members of Parlia- 
ment on the ilth and 12th, and a deputation 
of members of the Committee and members 
of Parliament, which was received by Sir Erio 
Geddes and Mr. Shortt, the Home Secretary, 
on the afternoon of the 12th. He had ex- 
pected to be able to return to Dublin imme- 
diately after the deputation, but it was con- 
sidered that the position of port and harbour 
authorities under the bill was of eo serious & 
nature, and that there was eo much work to 
be done in preparation for the second reading 
debate, which was then definitely fixed for the 
17th and 18th inst., that the Committee de- 
cided that it was necessary for them to remain 
in London over the second reading. He accord- 
ingly communicated with the Chairman, who 
arranged to be in London over the second 
reading. The bill obtained a gecond reading 
without a division of the House, and had been 
referred to a Committee. Some important 
concessions were announced by Sir Eric Geddes, 
and particularly the withdrawal of the 
extremely wide powers proposed by Clause 4. 
This clause the vernment undertook to with- 
draw practically entirely, leaving, however, the 
powers proposed by Clause ó, which was con- 
fined to a period of two years after the 
passing of the Act, during which period the 
Minister might take possession of the whole or 
any part of any railway, light raijway, harbour 
or dock undertaking. etc., or any plant be- 
longing theretd; and it also required the 
directors, officers, and servants of any such 
undertaking to obey the directions of the 
Minister as to the uses thereof, etc. That 
clause in effect would preserve for a furthor 
period of two years, and confer upon the pro- 
posed Minister powers which had been at the 
disposal of the Government under the Defence 
of the Realm Acts during the war. He felt 
bound to point out that the provisions of the 
bill appeared to him to considerably exceed 
anything that the Government should require, 
if co-operation and assistanco was all they were 
looking for. 

Mr. Field said that the proposal of the 
Government waa an extraordinary one, and he 
thought it should be opposed. 

The Chairman—We are opposing it in con- 
junction with the other boards. 

Mr. Field—Perhaps the Law Agent can tell 
us something as to how the matter stands. 

The Chairman—I do not think that the Law 
Agent can tell tue much more than what is in 
his report. We are dealing with the matter 
in Committee in London, and, unless the Board 
wish to go into Committee, I do not think the 
Law Agent can tell us any more. 

r. Andrews (Law Agent) said that the bill 
was now going before a Grand Committee of 
forty or fifty members, and all the amend- 
ments would have to be moved by one of the 
members of the Committee. 

Mr. Lorcan Sherlock—The Board cannot move 
any amendment, but if the oficers of the 
Board get into touch with a member of Parlia- 
ment that member can move an amendment. 
What specific and definite way has the Board 
of meeting this bill clause by clause? We 
have no representation there, and we have to 
etand or fall by tho fight made by the other 
Boards. 

The Chairman said that the other Boards 
were doing what they could, and the Dublin 
Board were also doing all they could in their 
own interests. ' 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE PORT, 


The Chairman said that the report of the 
Engineer on the development of the port wae a 
lengthy one, and he euggested that it should 
be printed and circulated. 

Mr. Field eaid that the traffic in cattle was 
being diverted from the port of Dublin to 
Belfast, and there should be am inquiry by 
their officials about it. 

Mr. Barry said that there had been more 
eattle offering for shipment in Dublin on 
the last six months than the port coul 
accommodate. They had not ships to carry 
thom, and what was the use of having cattle 
lying at the port without ships to carry them? 
No clase of shipping had euffered more from 
submarines than cattle ships, and the shipping 
companies of Dublin had done everything in 
their power with the ships at their disposal. 

Mr. Field—I think a d‘.cussion of thie kind 
should be utilised to obtain other ships to re- 
place those taken away. 

Mr. George Byrne said that what Mr. Field 
complained of was that ships were being pro- 
vided for Belfast and could not be provided 
for Dublin. 

Mr. Baird eaid that the Governmen; had got 
four of the ships of his company, and the 
question was how they were going to get them 
back. They had exhausted every means to 
try and get them back, as the more they 
could make the better it would be for them- 
selves and their shareholders. 

Alderman O’Beirne thought that Dublin was 
suffering more than any other port ag regards 
shipping. Belfast seemed to have a peculiar 
way mi influencing the Government to get 
facilities.

escape by saying that he disagrees with the. 
Government's Irish policy. Unionist or. 
Nationalist, every reasonable Irishman 
wants his country to be safe and peaceful ;, 
and for two reasons peace and safety are. 
especially desirable at the present time: 
In the first place, we want to enjoy our 
material prosperity—which never was 
greater—with a'quiet mind, In the next 
place, the problems of reconstraction 
require the undisturbed attention of every 
Irishman who can contribute anything to 
their solution. Whether we wish to retain 
the Union or to enjoy “ full Dominion 
self-government '’—the-utmost limit of any 
| thoughtful Nationalist’s hopes—we must 
set our faces against the policy of violence | 
and outtage. If-it can be practised with: 
impunity, it must destroy, on the one 
hand, the liberty of the Union and, on 
the other, the last prospect of constitu- 
tional self-government, Every sane man 
knows that the policy of guerilla warfare 
will not give Ireland a, republic, but can 
only expect, as its utmost triumph, a strict 
régime of necessary repression and of 
martial Jaw. Some of the raiders for arms 
may be plotting another rebellion and may 
achieve it—but what then? The miserable 
storv of 1916 will repeat itself to the 
inevitable end. From that calamity the 
Government must save the country, and, 
in saving the country, it will save from 
themselves the young men who, in their 
hot visions, have lost for the moment all 
the instincts of sober patriotism. In this 
crisis of our affairs the Government, know- 
ing and doing its duty, should be able to 
feel confident of the support of good Irish- 
men of every class and creed.

The Coal Commission. 


The interim reports of the Coal Commis- 
sion were issued last night. They are 
three in number—one by Mr. Justice 
Sankey and his colleagues, another by Mr. 
Smillie and the miners’ representatives, 
and the third by the ceal-owners. Of 
these, of course, by far the most important 
is that signed by Mr. Justice Sankey. He 
has been Chairman of the Coal Com-. 
mission, and on his report will depend 
almost entirely the result of the negotia- 
tions. It is marked by important con- 
cessions to the miners—it recommends, 
with other things, a shorter working day 
and an increase in wages. It will be re- 
membered that the miners’ original 
demand was for a 30 per cent. increase of 
wages, a six-hour. working day, and 
nationalisation of the whole mining in- 
dustry. Mr. Justice Sankey proposes that 
the men shall receive an increase of wages 
of 2s. per shift (which represents a con- 
cession of two-thirds of the men’s de- 
mand), that the eight-hours day be reduced 
to seven, with a possible further reduc- 
tion after two years to’ six, and that 
the system of private ownership be 
abolished. Furthermore, he suggests that 
steps shall be taken to improve the hous- 
ing conditions of the miners in some dis- 
tricts, where “no judicial language is 
sufficiently strong or sufficiently severe to 
apply to their condemnation.” He thinks 
that a levy of one penny per ton on the 
coal output might. be devoted to the im- 
provement of housing conditions and the 
general amenities of the miners’ life, a 
scheme which would bring in an annual 
income of £1,000,000. His reason for 
recommending that the working day shall 
consist of seven hours for the present is

The State of lreland. 


Two things seem to us almost incredible 
—that any body of Irishmen will seek to 
repeat the madness of 1916, and that, even 
if they are so wicked and foolish as to 
contemplate it, the Government will give 
them another. opportunity. Nevertheless, 
the moral of some recent events is pro- 
foundly disquieting. We have no desire 
to alarm people about Ireland in this 
anxious stage of the world’s affairs, Lut 
the facts speak for themselves. Since the 
beginnimg of the present year several out- 
rages of a most daring and well-planned 
kind have been committed in different 
parts of the country. In some of them 
innocent men were murdered. In some the 
victims wore the King’s uniform as police- 
men or soldiers. In nearly all the motive 
seems to have been the robbery of firearms 
and ammunition or of high explosives. 
That is a very formidable sort of robbery, 
for men do not commit crime for the sake 
of rifles and gelignite unless they have 
more or less definite plans for the use of 
these articles. In most of these cases the 
authors of the outrages escaped capture 
We cannot doubt 
that the men who .made the swift and 
successful attack on the Collinstown Aero- 
drome yesterday were encouraged by this 
normal impunity. Details are lacking, but 
it appears that some forty or fifty men 
raided the aerodrome, overpowered, first, 
three sentries and then the remainder of 
the guard to the number of seven or eight, 
and got away in motor cars with a large 
haul of rifles and ammunition. The raid 


is an even more audacious defiance of law. 


than was any of the premonitory symptonts 
of the late rebellion ; it is a very startling 
thing to have happened within an easy 
walk from the City of Dublin. We sup- 
pose that, after this rude warning, the 
Government and the military authorities 
will take extreme precautions for the pro- 


tection of all establishments where weapons.

The 
present concession of 2s, per shift, in con- 
junction with the decreased output, repre- 
sents an annual sum of 43 millions, and 
this deficit must be met by economy and 
eareful control. He thinks, however, that 
the full demand for 30 per cent. will be 
conceded later. A new system of owner- 
ship, he says, is essential. The mines 
must either be nationalised or unified by 
some system of Government control. “ It 
is in the interest of the country that the 
colliery workers shall have an effective 
voice on the direction of the mines.” 

Mr. Justice Sankey’s report is sound 
and wise. It was obvious from the begin- 
ning that the miners had very definité 
grievances, and the conciliatory tone which 
the Commission has adopted will go a long 
way—perhaps, all the way—towards their 
removal. Mr. Smillie and the miners’ 
representatives state that the ms 
demands are not excessive, while the coal- 
owners, on the other hand, although will- 
ing to make certain concessions, think that 
an increase of ls. 6d. and a seven-hours’ 
day is as far as they can go. Mr. Justice 
Sankey strikes a happy mean. He admits 
the justice of the men’s claims in many 
respects, but, at the same time, shows the 
dangers of too hasty concessions. His re- 
marks about the housing conditions and 
his scheme for their improvement will 
meet with universal approval, and his re- 
cognition of the miners’ claims to have a 
voice in the contro] of the mines proves 
that he has their interests at heart. He 
warns them, however, against the dangers 
of an uneconomic settlement. Shorter 
hours mean. decreased production, and 
higher wages make it more difficult to keep 
prices down. It is hoped that judicious 
control and strict economy will counteract 
the increased expenditure, but obviously a 
two-hour reduction per day would make it 
almost impossible to reach the standard of 
output which is necessary to our industrial 
welfare. The hope of a-further reduction 
in time should. stimulate the men to 
greater effort, and the probability of a con- 
cession in wages which will satisfy their 
demand for a 30 per cent. increase should 
make them anxious to work all the harder 
for their own and their country’s benefit. 
The strike notices which have been issued 
to the miners, expite automatically to- 
morrow. If, therefore, their leaders do 
not advise them to accept Mr. Justice 
Sankey’s report, we shall be plunged into 
a’ national strike within the next 48 hours.

Discussing the Coal Commission 's reports,, The 
g'imes says that that put forward by Mr. Justice 
sankey will claim the attention of all dis- 
jonate readers, and it is well worth atten- 
ton. It undoubtedly marks a turning point in 
the industrial system of the country, which is 
the more striking in that it is endorsed by the 
three représentatives of large capital interests 
who sign it with the Chairman. The report. de- 
clares that it.is in the interests of thé country 
that the ¢olliery workers shall in the future 
have an effective voice in the direction of the 
mines. This is going much further. than 
bare nationalisation to realise the aspirations, 
pot only of the miners, but of workmen gene- 
pally. 1t is a most remarkable pronouncement, 
and last night in the House of Commons Mr. 
Bonar Law declared, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment,’ that they were “prepared to adopt the 
report in the spirit as well as in’ the letter.” 
She miners are, in fact, offered more than 
pationalisation, as that term is usually inter- 
reted. The owners are to go as owners, and 
the only question is: What is the best form for 
the new system which will give miners a direct 
gay in the management? That can be decided 
only by an examination of alternative schemes, 
which Mr. Justice Sankey offers to undertake at 
ence. It is unthinkable that they should strike 
pow for a mere word, for that is what it 
amounts io. They do not themeelves -know, 
nor does anyone know, what nationalisation 
means until it has been formulated in a definite 
scheme. It is as yet only a word. If

The 
motion pro by the British delegates was as 
follows :—The necessity for unanimity in the 
a of delegates in the Executive Council being 
likely to have the result of rendering the League 
powerless before the will of even one small State, 
it 1s necessary to find a means of ensuring that 
the majorit of the League shall not be pre- 
vented by the disagreement of a small minority 
from acting in the name of the league.

MINISTRY OF HEALTH. 
THE BILL IN COMMITTEE. 


Sir Archibald Williamson presided yesterday 
at the meeting of the Standing Committee of 
the House of Commons which considered the 
Ministry of Health Bill. 

A leng discussion took place on an amendment 
to delete a clause from the bill, which declared 
that it was intended, in case of further poor 
law legislation, that the power possessed by the 
Boards of Guardians should not be transferred 
to the Ministry of Health, but to other Govern- 
ment departments, except where the powers and 
duties to be transferred related, or were in- 
cidental, to the health of the people. ; 

It had been already explained to the Committee 
that this provision had been inserted with the 
entire approval of the trades’ unions and 
friendly societies, and with the object of making 
it clear that the Health Ministry should be dis- 
sociated from the poor law. There was much 
criticism directed against the method adopted 
by the Government. It was described as un- 
constitutional, as being the expression. of a 
pious of impious opinion, and as a mischievous 
form of procedure. On the other hand, Labour 
and other members thought that this clause 
would satisfy people as to the Government's 
fntention to dissociate the Ministry from the 
poor law. 

The amendment was withdrawn on the under- 
taking of Dr. Addison that he would arrange 
to confer later on with those who were in sup- 
port of it. 

Major Astor moved an addition to Clause 3, 
giving powers for the transfer of property 
rights and liabilities, as wel] as duties, of any 
Government Department to any succeeding 
authority.

The third report, signed by the three re- 
presentatives of the coal-owners, re- 
commends that the wages be increased 
at once by eighteenpence per day and 
that the hours of work be reduced 
from eight to seven.

Mr. Bonar Law said :—]t is obvious, as I have 
only had the reports from the Coal Commission 
for a short time, thaf my statement must be 
much less complete than I would desire. There 
are three directions in which, at this moment, 
Labour trouble is threatened. There are, first, 
the transport workers. In regard to them, I can 
only say that under the direction and initiative 
of the Minister of Labour, negotiations have 
been going on for some time between the em- 
ployers and the men. The offers made by the 
employers seem to the Minister of Labour and 
myself reasonable, and I have good reason to 
hope they will not be unacceptable to the men. 
(Cheers.) As regards the railways, negotiations 
are also going on at this moment, believe. 
I had hoped to be able to give to the House a 
clear statement of what the mén’s demands are, 
what they would mean in money, and, in the 
same way, what the offer of the Government ‘is. 
It is not possible for me to do that now, though 
I hope that a statement may be issued in time 
to appear in the Press to-morrow morning, which 
will give the position quite fully to the public. 
In the meantime, however, I think it right to 
say that the Government have made this de- 
finite proposal—that the wages of the railway 
workers (and by wages I mean, not only the 
fixed pre-war wages, but the war bonuses) will 
be retained at the present. lével until the end of 
the current year.

the colliery wofker shall in future have an 
effective voice in the direction of the mine. For 
a generation the \colliery worker has been edu- 
cated socially and technically. The result is a 
great national asset. Why not use it?” 

Although it forms no part of the promised 
interim report, Mr. Justice Sankey and the 
signatories to his repqrit refer to the housing 
accommodation of miners, as they say the sub- 
ject is of so urgent a character that they feel 
it their duty to draw public attention to it. 
Although it is true that there is good housing 
accommodation in certain districts, there are 
houses in some districts which are a reproach 
to civilisation, and no judicial language is suffi- 
ciently strong or sufficiently severe to apply to 
their condemnation. It is a matter for careful 
consideration whether one penny per ton should 
not be at once collected on coal raised, and 
es to improve the housing and amenities 
of each particular district. A 
on our present output means about £1,000,000 
a year. 

In their report covering the above recom- 
mendations, the Commissioners explain that 
they consider it too dangerous an experiment 
to recommend a two hours’ reduction at oncé, 
its 
effect on output. In recommending the reduc- 
tion of a further hour in 1921, they are assum- 
ing that in two years the output should have 
reached that of 1913.. The Seven Hours Act 
will mean that the men are underground, tak- 
ing the average 7 hrs. 39 mins., and an es- 


| timated decrease in output of a little under 10 


per cent. per annum, ‘They think that it is too 
dangerous to the consumer and to the country, 
to.recommend the full demand of 30 per cent., 
which would require £45,000,000, although it is 
a demand which, after a time, might, and 
probably could be conceded. The estimated 
cost of the increase in wages and re- 
duction in hours: for the remainder of 
the present year is put at—wages 
£30,000,000; decreased output, £13,000,000. To 
meet this total of £43,000,000, it is proposed, 
through the machinery of the Coal Mines Con- 
trol Agreement, to allow the coal owners to 
retain ls. 2d. per ton of coal raised, and it is 
hoped to make up the deficit by various 
economies, prevention of voluntary absenteeism. 
and the institution of improved methods of 
coal-getting and underground travelling. 


THE SMILLIE REPORT. 


The report signed by Mr. Smillie and his 
colleagues containe the following ' summary of 
conclusions ' :— — | 

(1) We find that the miners’ claim to an ad- 
vance in their standard of life is justified, and 
that the percentage of rise of wages asked for— 
viz., 30 per cent. (on earnings apart from war 
wage), is not excessive. (2) We find justified 
the claim to a substitution in the Coal Mines 
Regulation Act, 1908, of six for eight (making 
the future maximum working day underground 
vary from about 64 hours in some mines to 8) 
in others, and averaging nearly 7 hours). A 
corresponding shortening of the working day 
should apply to the surface workere. (3) We 
find justifi id the miners’ claim for a more 
efficient organisation of the industry, the in- 
dividual ownership of collieries being officially 
declared to be wasteful and extravagant, whilst 
the method of retail distribution is unneces- 
sarily costly, and, in view of the impossibility 
of tolerating any unification of all\the minee in 
the hands of a capitalist truest, we think that 
in the interest of the consumers, as much as in 
that of the mimers, nationalisation ought to be 
in principle at once determined upon. (4) As 
to the claims in respect of miners demobilised 
from the Army, we think that it would be 
better for them to be dealt with along with the 
cases of men in other industries. 

In the course of the report they say that the 
miners’ plea is essentially one for justice. They 
claim that the conditions under which they live 
and work are not such as the conscience of 
the nation gan approve; that their wages 
reckoned in commodities are now actually. 
less. than before the war; that the way 
in which they and their families are housed is, 
in the majority of cases, nothing less than 
scandalous; that, in spite of their convincing 
public opinion and the House of Commons: in 
1908 that so much toil was excessive, the eo- 
called Eight Hours Act of _ that year was, 
through arliamentary  exigenci¢és, finally 
ceuched in such terms as practically to impose 
on them, unknown to the public, a working 
day underground of nine, and in some cases 
even more then ten, hours, and that these are

£10,000,000. In the present position of the, rail- 
ways, that is a very serious thing. As wag indi- 
cated when the Ministry of Ways and Com- 
munications Bill was under discussion, some 
addition to the railway rates is, in any case, 
inevitable, and it must be obvious to the House 
and the public that these additional concessions 
will probably have the result of making the 
increases even larger than they would other- 
wise have been. I think it right that the 
House, the public generally, and the railway- 
men in particular, should realise to what extent 
the Government has gone to meet their claims 
at the present moment. 


THE MINERS’ CASE. 

Now I come to the reports, and the first to 
which I refer is the report of the miners’ repre- 
sentatives, which has also been signed by the 
three gentlemen who were put on specially to 
Suffice it to say that the re- 
port recommends the grant of the full demands 
of the miners, including nationalisation. The 
second report has been issued by the three re- 
presentatives of the coal-owners. Their report 
recommends that the wages shail be increased 
at once to the.extent of ls. 6d. per day and 
that the hours 6&Jabour shall be reduced from 
eight, at, which now stand, to seven. There 
is, in addition to these two reports, a report by 
Mr. Justice Sankey, which has also been signed 
by the three representatives of the employers, 
who are not directly concerned in the coal in- 
dustry. In the first place, this report recom- 
mends that there should an immediate ad- 
vance in wages of 2s.; and, as regards this, 
perhaps it is well to say that this is two-thirds 
of the whole demand made by the men. As 
regards the hours, this report recommends that 
there should be an immediate reduction (that 
is to say, as soon -a& the necessary arrangements 
can be made, andthe date fixed is 16th July) to 
seven hours. But, in addition, it recommends 
that after that date there should be a further 
reduction to six hours. But that ss 
qualified by the recognition of the necessity for 
some examination at the end of 1920 as to what 
is the position of the coal industry. The exact 
words of the recommendation are .—‘‘ We recom- 
mend that the Coal Mines Regulation Act, 1908, 
commonly called the Eight Hours Act, be 
amended by the substitution, in the clause 
limiting the hours of work under ground, of 
the word ‘ seven’ for the word “eight,” on, and 
from, July 16, 1919, and, subject to the 
economie position of the industry at the end of 
1920, by the substitution of the word ‘ six’ for the 
word ‘eight,’ as and from July 13, 1921.” Some 
adjustment must be made in the hours of the 
class of underground workers specifically men- 
tioned, and in regard to the proposal that the 
hours shall be reduced to six in 1920, the report 
gives the reason in these words :—‘‘ The reason 
of recommending a further reduction in July, 
1921, is that we think we are justified in assum- 
ing that in two years the output should have 
reached, by the united efforts of all concerned, 
the amount of coal raised in 1917, namely, 
287,900,000 tons.”’ 

THE COST. 

Now, as regards cost, I think it right to give 
the estimate given in the report. The additional 
cost for the current year is put at £43,000,000, 
but it is part of the proposal of this report that 
the profits of the coal masters should be 
limited to ls. 2d. r ton. Now. it is esti- 
mated that the difference between that limited 
profit’ and the profit which under present 
circumstances might be oltained is £39,000.000. 
Against that, the report recognises that there 
must be a fall, at any rate, in the coal for 
export, which will take away nime millions. 
There. will remain thirty millions as an addi- 
tional burden. But I think it right to point 
out to the House what is evident to those who 
have given thought to the matter—that that 
thirty millions is not to be deducte@ from the 
whole profits, that it is not, as might be as- 
sumed, simply taken from the pockets of the 
coal masters and given to the men. On the 
contrary, under the Excess Profits Act, a very 
large part of it—very much more than half of 
it—comes to the State. Therefore, in estimat- 
ing the amount which is now offered to the 
miners in this report, it has to be taken into 
account that not merely the thirteen millions, 
but a very large part of the thirty millions, is 
directly paid by the taxpavers of this country. 

NATIONALISATION. 

The next point referred to in the report is 
the question of nationalisation. The report 
does not recommend nationalisation, but I think 
it right to read the exact words—‘‘ On the evi- 
dence already given, the present system of 
ownership and working in the coal industry 
stands condemned—(cheers)—a some other 
system must be substituted for it—either na- 
tionalisation or a m.ethod of unification by na- 
tional purchase, and, or, by joint control. To 
some of our colleagues, whose opinion we 
greatly value, nationalisation has been the 
study or ambition of a lifetime, and they are 
prepared at once to report in its favour. We 
understand that to others, whose opinion is 
equally valuable, some scheme of joint control 
appears to be a solution of the pro- 
blem. No _ detailed scheme for  na- 
tionalisation has been submitted to the 
Commission, nor has any scheme for joint 
control being placed before them. No sufficient 
evidence has yet been tendered, and no sufficient 
criticism -has yet been made to show whether 
nationalisation or a method of unification by 
national purchase and, or by, joint control is 
best in the interests of the country, of the ex- 
port trade, and of the workers and owners. We 
are not prepafed to go one way or the other 
now upon evidence which is at present insuffi- 
cient,.and after a time which is wholly inade- 
i quate. Nor are we prepared now to give a 
morhent’s decision upon a point which affecis 
every citizen of this country. Nor, as appears

Among others are 
baths at the pit-head, continuity of transport 
from the collieries, reduction of voluntary ab- 
senteeism, use of machinery in mines, pooling 
of waggons, elimination of unnecessary distribu- 
tion costs, uniformity of action. If this Com- 
mission is allowed to continue, what is p 
is that it should from time to time issue in- 
terim reports dealing with all these questions, 
and that they should be, not merely reports, 
but that the proposals should at once be put 
into action. That involves the continuance of 
coal control for a certain length of time, prob- 
ably two years, for in no other way could these 
interim reports be adopted. And, in 
addition, the continuance of the coal 
control is necessary for this reason—that 
if a proper output from the mines 
is to be obtained, it may, be necessary to put 
in improvements, suc as  coal-cutting 
machinery, which would be possible under this 
arrangement, since the whole of the coal trade 
is treated as a unit, but for which it would be 
impossible to obtain capital if it were left under 
the ordinary circumstances. It is an ambitious 
proposal, and the whole report has been dis- 
cussed by the Cabinet this afternoon, and I say 
now on behalf of the Government that we are 
prepared to adopt this report in. the spirit, as 
well as in the letter, and to take all the.

without delay. . 
A GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

Now, sir, I-submit to the House that there 
never has been so good an opportunity for all 
these problems being covsidered and dealt with 
with a view of having the results focussed in a 
bill before the coal control cémes to an end.

Mr. MeGonigal said that a riot oceurred in 
connection with the Sinn Fein election campaign. 
here were three meetings altogether. At the 
fret two there was slight opposition, but at the 
third. which was held on the vacant space in 
Hamill. street, that opposition became more ag- 
When the brake proceeded up towards 
t a number of young men, including 
the prisoners, formed a cordon across ihe road, 
and intercepted the crowd that followed up. 
The unita in the cordon were armed with sticks 
and batons, which they used in a most, indis- 
criminate manner. They knocked down one 

Wier and kicked him, struck another soldier, 
and a regular riot ensued. District Inspector 
Attridge, who was in charge of the Conetabu- 

v, ordered the police to draw their batons and 
cisnerse ihe rioters. O'Neill actually attacked 
the District Inmspector--he seemed to have been 
more or less in command. O'Grady and the 
other prisoners were also seen to strike people, 
and a riot ensued. The riot was obviously pre- 
meditated, as a communication was found on 
one of. the prisoners, containing the following 
instruction :-— 

‘You will meet to-day (Sunday) at -12.30 in 
ihe Sinn Fein rooms, Divia street. Bring a 
stick with you, and have it concealed; also have 
dinner before coming out.” 

These were the directions of ihe squad com- 
mander, so that the participators in the mé/¢e 
came prepared, and the riot looked more or less 
like an organised affair. The prisoners were 
mem bers of a bodyguard that surrounded the 
brake which accomtmodated the speakers. 

Fvidence was given by District Inspector 
Attridge and Head Constable Armstrong. ‘The 
latter stated that the following document Was 
found on O'Grady :—" The special duties of the 
squad commander are:—(1) To repeat all signals 
and to ensure that all reports that come to him 
are passed on quickly ; (2) to see that the men 
place themselves in positions where they can use 
their rifles effectively; (3) to direct and control 
the fire of his men, if required; (4) to see that 
the men recognise the target, and that they 
adjust their sights and fire carefully; (5) to pre- 
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vent crowding and to regulate the number of | 


men to occupy particular positions. Secretary 
and squad commander should not use their rifles 
when commanding and directing their com- 
mands.”’ 

Detective Constable M. Concannon said that 
he arrested McLernon. He saw him strike a 
soldier on the head with the weapon (produced). 

Mr. Smith—You took charge of the weapon 
that he was carrying? Yes. 

Mr. Smith—Well, you will be told by and by 
(hat that weapon is a toothpick. (Laughter.) 

Constables Mt. Kelly, D. Clinton, and M, B. 
Kilfeather were also examined. 

His Lordship remarked that in his opinion 
the police on the occasion did their work very 
well under very difficult circumstances. 

CASE FOR DEFENCE. 

Mr. Hanna, in opening the case for the de 
fence, said that, the occurrence that they were 
investigating arose out of an election meeting— 
an election meeting in Ireland. The organisers 
of a meeting were entitled in law to appoint 
iheir own volunteer stewards, to regulate the 
proceedings, and protect, the speakers from hos- 
tile attack. Some of these stewards were pro- 
vided with ornamental wands of office, and 
others with wands of more utility. That was a 
legitimate and legal procedure. He did not 
conceal from himself the fact that Sinn Fein 
was not a popular organisation in Belfast. 
That, however, was a matter which the members 
of the jury would leave out of their considera- 
tion, he fact, to be borne in mind was that 
their meetings were conducted with order, 
_ moderation, and restraint. On this particular 
Sunday they held their meetings in daylight in 
order to prevent trouble; but what happened? 
They were attacked by an offensive opposition 
crowd, and pelted with €7ÚMHIA in the nature 
of a missile. The police, they held, did not hold 
the ecales fairly, and the Sinn Feiners, who were 
hopelessly in the majnerity, only used their 
weapons in self-defence when tr were sur- 
rounded by an aggressive mob numbering thou- 
sands. How was it thet only Sinn Feiners were 
arrested and beaten ? 

Witnesses for the defence alleged that the 
police never interfered when stones were thrown 
at the speakers, and counsel contended that the 
prisonere had acted in self<defence. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, adding 
that af the time of the riot, political excitement 
ran very high, and expressing the opinion that 
the police handled a dificult situation im- 
partially. 

Sentence was deferred, the Judge intimating 
that if there was a recantation of the charges 
against the police it would greatly influence the 
view that he would take of the case.

For these reasons, and 
many otheys, hie predecessor, Lord Milner, in 
December last sanctioned the transfer of the 
work from tthe Works Department of the War 
Office to Measrs. Macaupine, in order that the 
construction of the Slough Depét should be 
pushed forward at greater speed. Since then 
there had a marked improvement and 
progress had: bacome rapid. Shortly before this 
decision was tal-:en, it was found possible to re- 
duce materially jhe scope of the ariginal scheme 
by eliminating eome buildings, to effect a sav- 
ing of £136,000. Lord Milner’s policy was to 
reduce the extent of the commitments and ac- 
celerate the completion of portions which were, 
in fact, more necessary in peace than in war. 
In his opimion the, functions discharged by the 
War Office, of controlling and pooling the 
motors, should be transferred fpom the War 
Office to the Ministry of Supply, which would 
become a Government Service Department, 
from which the War Office, the Post Office, and 
the Board of Agriculture would draw their 
motor transport stepply. The Slough Depdt 
would be adequate, but not mare than ade- 
quate, for this purpose, and it would be better 
adapted to the purpose than any other means 
available. ‘These conclusions, whieh had been 
accepted by the Cabimet, embodied the policy 
which they intended to carry out. ‘The Ministry 
of Supply would take over the charge of the 
work, which would be pressed forward with all 
possible speed on coramercial lines. The Leader 
of the House had asked him to add that if the 
House gemerally desired to debate the matter 
an opportunity would be provided by the Go- 
vernment. lt must be understood thai there 
would be no interruption of the work at the 
Slough Depét pending discussion or inquiry.

What was the policy of the 
Government in order to attract men to the 
land? 

Major Lane-Fox said that the farmers were 
very disheartened, and until they knew what 
the future policy of the Government was to be 
it was impossible for them to put any energy 
into their business. - Agricultural workers were 
being demobilised, and were not returning to 
agriculture. Se 

Lieutenant-Commander Charles Williams spoke 
in favour of helping tenants to become owners 
of their holdings. i 

Mr. Telbot said that the industry must be 
reorcanised in the interesta of the community.

CHARGE AT DUBLIN 


COURTMARTIAL. 

A District Courtmartial, presided over by Major 

B. G. Bromhead, 3rd Battalion Royal Berkshire 
Regiment, assembled in Ship etreet Barracks, 
Dublin, yesterday to hear charges under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations against 
Michael Farrell, 68 Adelaide road. The first 
charge against the accused was that on Oth 
February he had in his possession, without law- 
ful authority or excuse, a printed paper en- 
or “ Ruthless Warfare,”’ extracts from which 
read :—" 


+* 


e definite wmilitapy preparations for 
resisting conscription are being well looked 
after, but there must-always remain something 
to be done in the matter of bringing public 
opinion up to the right pitch of desperate deter- 
mination and keeping it there. 1; would be 
desirablile, for instance, to elminate al] talk and 
all thought of passive resistance, because pas- 
sive resistance means in effect no resistance at 
all. .... We know that the men who were 
taken from Frongoch had a devilish tough ¢x- 
perience. But we may be certain that what 
they endured would be only a picnic in com- 
parison with the treatment that would be 
meted out in case of passive resistance en masse 
| by Irish conscripte. The brutality would be un- 
‘bounded, and theré is little doubt that many 
would be sent to France, and the firing squad 
would be brought frequently into requisition. 

. « +» Our active military resistance is the 
only thing that will tell. A conscription cam- 
paign would be an unprovoked onslaught by an 


no choice but between murder on the spot and 
massacre after an interval. If England decides 
on thie atrocity then we on our part must decide 


limit and no scruple. 
anyone, civilian or soldier, who assists directly 
or by connivance, in this crime against us, 
merite no more consideration than a wild beast, 
and should be killed without mercy or hesitation 
as opportunity offers. Any man, who knowingly 
and willingly does anything to facilitate the 
working of the machinery of conscription must 
he dealt with exactly as if he were an enemy 
soldier. We must show that it is not healthy 
to be against us, and that those who are not 

ing to be against us must be with us. We 
shall thue induce Irishmen in Great Britain to 
realise that when the tussle is on their.duty is 
not certainly to continue making munitions, that 
in fact their only business with munitions ia to 
send them crashing to the skies. If we fight 
with utter ruthlessness and ferocity and filing 
the full strength of our people everywhere 

ainst the enemy, it is not improbable that he 
will recoil and return to the status quo. We 
shall have taught the tyrant empire a lesson 
and have struck the most effective blow for the 
freedom of emall nations in this war. We shall 
have made a fight for liberty probably destined 
to be as memorable and as fruitful as that on 
the fields of Marathon, which saved Greece and 
saved Europe.” i 

The second charge against the aceneed was 
that he had in his possession a printed paper, 
namely, a copy of the first volume of the official 
organ of the Irish Volunteers, which contained the 
following passages :— Engineering Notes—Kail- 
way Demolition.—As I have already stated, mili- 
tary engineering may be classified generallyunder 
two heads, viz., demolition and construction, and 
it is intended in these notes to deal first with 
the former which will be sub-divided into—. 
Demolition (1) without the use of explosives, 
(2) by means of explosives. Under this scheme, 
therefore, we take today demolition of raii- 
wave without the use of explosives. The first 
matter to be considered is the selection of the 
most suitable point of the railway for the view 
of doing the mos’ damage, and rendering re- 
pair difficult. The ideal point ie one which ful- 
fils the fallewing conditione-—(1) It should be a 
short, sharp curve; (2) on a bridge crossing a 
river, lake or canal; (3) the line should be 
eingle track; (4) as far as possible from a high- 
way. It is possible to find a spot which fulfils 
all these conditions, but in Ireland there are not 
many bridges built to a curve. The first condi- 
tion is the most important. A curved portion 
of the road must be selected in preference to a 
straight portion carried by a bridge, unless the 
bridge be destroyed, which cannot easily be 
done without explosives. A volunteer despatch 
rider in Carlow while carrying despatches re- 
cently noticed two policemen cycling after him. 
Realising the danger of their attempting to 
seize him and capture hie despatches he decided 
to take the offensive himself, andon reaching a 
lonely spot, he held them up with his revolver, 
compelled them to dismount, took the valves out 
of their bicycles, and rode away in triumph. 
Thie fine example of volunteer efficiency ehouid 
not be lost upon his fellow soldiers.” . 

Accused pleaded not guilty to both charges. 

Captain McWilliam, Connaught Rangers, 
appeared as prosecutor, and Mr. Henry Lemass 
defended. 

Sergeant Bruton, D.M.P., gave evidence of 
searching the lodging house, 68 Adelaide road, 
where accused stopped, and of finding under the 
mattress of the bed in a room which accused 
said wae his 115 copies of “ An tOglac,”’ the 
official organ of the Irish Volunteers, dated 14th 
October, 1918. and 116 copies of “ Ruthless War- 
fare.” The accused, before his arrest, said he 
knew nothing about them; he did not know 
they wére there. 

Cross-exarmined— A number studente 
stopped at the same Jodginghouse. Witness was 
given every facility by the accused. 

Detective Officer Hoey corroborated. 

The accused, in a statement to the Court, said 
that he knew nothing about the documents; 
therefore he couid not know or have any reason 
to suspect that a document containing any report 
or etatement the publication of which would 
be a contraventaon of the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations existed. That being so he could not 
have had any intention of transmitting or circu- 
lating the documents to or amongst other per- 


of 


sons. 

Mies Mand O'Dea eaid the accused had been 
lodging with her since October last, and had 
been a fortnight in the room in which the docu- 
ments were fonnd. At the time of the arrest 
there was property there belonging to other 
persons. The mattress had not been turned 
during the fortnight the accused had been in 
occupation of the room. 

Addressing the court on behalf of the ac- 
ensed, Mr. Lemass submitted that the charges 
had not been proved. Accused had come to 
Dublin to study medicine, and as a result of 
his detention he had lost agreat many lectures. 
ami had been thrown considerably back in his 
studies. , 

Captain McWilliam, addressing the Court for 
the prosecution, said that a more grossly sedi- 
tious collection of pamphlets it would be impos- 
sible to imagine. It was possible that some 
malicious person might have put the documents 
under the mattress for the purpdse of injuring 
the accused, but this was a far-fetched idea, and 
on the evidence the Court was entitled to as- 
sume that Farrell had the documents with 
guilty knowledge.

incomes of their families, exceeded those of 
many of the donors to the hospitals, He did 
not think that that should continue, but 
thought that the managements of the hospitals 
should ask these people te contribute some- 
thing. He knew instances of where clerks— 
and clerks were paid more poorly than 
any class in the community—had gone 
into hospitals, but were too proud to go 
there for nothing. They always contributed 
a guinea or two to the hospital funds when 
they left. He believed that workingmen were 
in many cases better able to afford it, and 
should be asked to pay samething. Proceed- 
ing, Mr. Andrews praised the work of Monks- 
town Hospital and its medical and nursing 
staffs. He urged the public to support the 
hospital with subscriptions, and advised sub- 
ecribers always to pay before December lst 
in each year. He was glad to know that 
they were going to make an increased demand. 
on the Government for the patients from the 
Naval Base. He held that when the Govern- 
ment was paying 29s. a week to men for doing 
nothing that they should give something more 
for the men who had been laid up ill through 
serving their country’s cause. He heped that 
they would press for an increased allowance. 
If all the friends of the hospital did every- 
thing (hat they could for it they would soon 
ut it on a stronger basic. 

Mr. M. P. Lynch eeconded the motion, and 
urged better local collections.

DUBLIN WAR PENSIONS 
COMMITTER. 


Sir Henry McLaughlin, K.B.E., presided at 
the monthly meeting of the City of Dublin War 
Pensions Committee, in the absence of Sir James 
Gallagher, T.C., through illness. 

The Secretary reported that for the four weeks 
ending February 28th £9,466 had been distri- 
buted, involving 14,500 payments. The report 
as to the voluntary funds under the control of 
the Committee, and intended for the benefit of 
applicants not eligible for allowances under the 
Ministry of Pensions, showed that £4 had been 
expended. It was pointed out that the volun- 
tary funds of the Committee require supple- 
mentation, although the Committee had en 
extremely careful in the digpensation of these 
private funds. Nine applicafions for alternative 
or higher pensions were received. Of these, the 
Committee will be in a position to recommend 
six. In response to the Committee’s representa- 
tions, three notifications of an award of alterna- 
tive pension: had been received from the Ministry 
of Pensions since the previous meeting. Since 
the previous meeting five appeal cases have been 
decided in favour of the men on the Committee’s 
recommendation. 

The Secretary reported that 
Tribunal is expected to sit at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, from March 18th to the 25th, in- 
clusive. 

Since the previous meeting 35 applications for 
grants from the “ King’s Fund” had been re- 
ceived from pensioners; several of these were 
recommended. Eight grants, amounting to £265, 
had been received from the “ King’s Fund ” on 
the recommendation of the City of Dublin Com- 
mittee. Up to March of the present year 57 
grants in all have been received by. the Com- 
mitiee, amounting to over £1,400. These grants 
were in each caso an addition to the ordinary 
pension. ‘The grants varied in amounts from 
£15 to £75. 

lt was reported, however, that two pensioners 
had abused the gift sequred for them some time 
ago, and the Commitice have been instructed 
to prosecute one man. For the Wives’ and De- 
pendents’ Seetion four grants have been re- 
ceived, amounting to £11 ils. 

In addition to the ordinary decisions, 349 
special decisions were arrived at at the various 
meetings of the sub-committees.
